Now that the plague season is 
coming on and the sanitary regulations are 
being strenuously enforced, perhaps.some of 
our energetic unofficial members of the Sanitary 
Board will find ont the reason why such an 
important clanse «f the contract should be 
treated : ‘a dead letter? At any rate o roliablo 
watchman should be appointed to supervise dhe 
burning of the refuse and keep a look-out on 
the dust-boats while they are on their aS 
the depat.. —-Yours faithfully.

The Indian Teatile Journal cuils for an 
enquiry in, Tndin to survey the influence which 
omrruuicy Jeyislution there hus Wad on the 
country’s fortunes, a4 far ox its national 
products aro concerned, and saya: —“ For the 
purpose of #uch on enquiry we cannot do better 
thon revomnend oll interested in the well-being 
of India to carefully study the important aod 
most valaablo paper ‘submitted in May lust by 
Mefsrs, Charles, W. Conant, Jerem ah’ W. 
Jenks, and Edword Bruch to the Mexican 
Govornment-tho Monetary Commission ap- 
pointed hy the Government to exhaustively 
enquire into the jnfluonco of falling exchange 
upon tho return receivad by Mexico for tits 
products abroad.” "The Journal continues i 
“Having said xo much, let us quote 4 few 
preliminary obsorrations of a broad chaructec 
from the report, and reproduce thy salient points 
of the conclnsions the Commision arrived 
at aftor most searching oud independent in- 
vestigation. ‘An important element io. the 
influence of falling exchange upor national 
prosperity ix tho effect upon the real retarn 
received from that part of the pational product 
which is sold abroad, Foreign trade is essenti- 
ally tho exchange of commodities for money. 
Money serves chiefly a3 a means tor facilitating 
oxchange of guods. ‘Phe most iunportant ques: 
tion is not how much gold nor how mach silver 
js obtained in the products of a community, but 
how much’ in forvign products is obtained in | 


return for a given part’ of the product of 
national Jabour, If a nation in payment for 

foreign commoditios produced by the labour 
of-one man gives up - domestic commodities | 
produced by the labour of two men, it is suff.r- 

ing an economic loss, if ita own labourers possess 
the same average productive oflicienoy as the, 
labourers of ‘othor countries.’ Here then is o 
broad and unerring test to measure the influovco 

of falling exchange. The Commissioners. took 

infinite pains to develop in detail this test and 
examine all facts. Aud we may here briefly 

reproduce their final decision: ‘Observations 
froms variety of points of view ofthe problems of 
Mexican forcign trade seem to justify the 
conclusion that Mexico in recent yours has given 

up growing proportion of the producta of her 
own labour aid intellectual efficiency ‘in return 
for foreign products.” If this is due even ja 
part to the monetary syatem, it is an evil of the 
most serious character, because it. involves a 
progressive impoverishment of the economic 
rosources of the country’ and the needless on- 
yichment of those with whom Moxico trades.’ 
Lot it be remembered here that Mexico produces 
its own silver, whercos India does not. ‘On 
the one hand,’ say the Commissioners, ‘ fewer 
foreign products in many cages are received in 
Mexico for tho same amount of gold os in 
formor-years, representing & grently increased 
exponditara of the resources of tha. Mexican 
people, while’ on the other hand, Moxicon 
products are being given up. in increasing 
quantities for the same gold return, sf the cost 
of a burden atendily growing heavier upon the 
woductive power of Mexican capital ond 
pour’ This in,the main 1s the conclusion 
arrived ot by the Comission. Ant we have 


not the lesst doubt in our own mind that the 


Comtmissioners would be obliged to arrive ata 


similar conclusion, perbaps still more emphatic. 
if ontrosted with a similor exhaustive enquiry 
in Indis.
